SENATOR MASON SAYS ACTION 
MUST BE TAKEN. 


f the Revenue Bill Is Given the Right 
of W ay, There Will Be Filiibuster- 
ing Such as the Senate Never Saw 
Before — Action Taken on the Presi­ 
dent’s Message. 
Washington, May IS—Senator Ma* 
eon of Illinois, will talk on Caba today. 
He says there moat be a vote on the 
Cuban resolution b afore the tariff bill 
ia ordered, or there will be such filii- 
bubter!ng aa the senate has never aeen. 
Washington. May 18.—The president 
on Monday sent a message to con­ 
gress urging that $50,000 be appropri­ 
ated, to be immediately available un­ 
der the direction of the secretary of 
state, for the relief of destitute Amer­ 
ican citizens in Cuba. Prompt action 
was taken by the senate, which passed 
without division a resolution in accord­ 
ance with the recommendation of the 
president. 
Mr. Hitt of illinois intro­ 
duced a similar bill in the house, but 
immediate consideration was blocked 
by Mr. Bailey of Texas, who insisted 
that an amendment be added embody­ 
ing Senator Morgan’s resolution for 
the recognition of the Cuban insur­ 
gents. 
Mr. Dingley objected to the 
amendment: whereupon Mr. Bailey ob­ 
jected to the bill and the whole matter 
was sidetracked. 
The president’s message is as fol­ 
low’s: 
“To the Senate and House of Rep­ 
resentatives of the United States: Of­ 
ficial information from our consuls in 
Cuba establishes the fact that a large 
number of American citizens in the 
island are in a state of destitution, suf­ 
fering for want of food and medicines. 
“This applies particularly to the ru­ 
ral districts of the central and eastern 
parts. 
The agricultural classes have

resolution of belligerency might not 
be serious, yet the senate should pause 
and consider the serious results that 
might follow 
such 
a declaration. 
Moreover the Republican

tions. 
First of these was the ques­ 
tion of an adequate tariff bill. 
He 
believed the first duty of congress was 
to the American people rather than 
to the Cubans and Greeks. 
Mr. Stewart (Nev.) argued for the 
resolution, saying it voiced the senti­ 
ment of tbs American people. 
Mr. Daniel (Va.) denied that the 
recognition of an existing fact coaid 
be construed as a hostile act, but in 
any event the fact should be recog­ 
nized and the great influence of the 
United 
States 
thrown 
toward

cause of civilized and Christian usage. 
It might subject some American ves­ 
sels to search, but this would 
be a 
small matter compared with the 
re­ 
sults achieved. It might give Spain a 
right to blockade Cuba, but in 
that 
Spain would suffer 
more than 
the 
United States. 
At the close of Mr. Daniel’s Speech 
Mr. Mason of Illinois secured the floor 
and will speak w'hen the resolution is 
taken up at 2 o’clock today. 
At 5 o’clock an executive 
session 
w’as held, and at 5:30 the senate ad­ 
journed.

Greek Troops Suffer a Decisive Defeat 
— Crown Prince Constantine Admits 
the Hellenes Could Not Repulse the 
Enemy—Excitement 
At 
Athens 
Caused by News of the Fight. 


Londoo. Mmj IS—Turkey la amid to 
have agreed to litten to the protests of 
the powers and to cease fighting,pend­ 
ing arbitration proceedings. 


London, May 18.—The Daily Tele­ 
graph’s special correspondent with the 
Turkish forces in Thessaly, telegraph­ 
ing late last night, says: 
“Edhem Pasha has moved on from 
point 
to 
point, and finally occupied 
Domokos. The Greeks have sustained 
a crushing defeat.” 
A dispatch to the Times from Athens 
says that the following telegram has 
been received from Crown Prince Con 
stantine: 
“Our right wing, under Col. Mastra 
pas, has been compelled to retreat. It 
still 
holds 
Voussi, but may find it 
necessary to retire on Phourka pass. 
It w’as necessary to bring up all the 
reserves in order to repulse the furious 
attacks of the enemy. Our wounded 
have been sent to Lamia. The conduct 
of the army was praiseworthy.” 
The latest newrs from the seat of hos 
tilities, by way of Athens, shows that 
the battle yesterday ceased about 
o’clock in the evening, but will prob­ 
ably be resumed this morning. It is 
evident from the Greek account that 
the Greeks have suffered a serious de­ 
feat, and If the left wing has given 
w’ay, 
as appears probable. Edhem 
Pasha may be able to cut off the Greek 
retreat and separate Gen. Smolensk!, 
at Sourpi, from the main army. 
This is Edhem Pasha’s reply to the

snatch a victory in Epirus. If Greece 
had prevented Masos from playing 
this last card of a gambler, Turkey 
might, perhaps, have ceased hostilities.

Immediately after the reading of the at Cincinnati; New York at Pittsburg; 
journal Secretary Pruden of the White 
house staff presented the president’s 
message on Cuba. It was taken to the 
clerk’s desk and read with the closest 
attention from senators and spectators. 
Following the reading of the mes­ 
sage Senator 
Davis 
of 
Minnesota, 
chairman of the committee on foreign 
relations, 
favorably 
reported, 
with 
amendments, the resolution introduced 
by Senator Gallinger last Thursday ap­ 
propriating $50,000 for the relief of the 
destitute citizens of the United States 
in Cuba. Senator Davis asked for im­ 
mediate consideration of the resolution, 
and there was no objection. 
The only speech made was that of 
Senator Gallinger, who spoke briefly. 
He said he had been impressed at the 
great mass-meeting, attended by 3,000 
persons, Sunday, with the statement 
made there by a correspondent who 
had traveled through the stricken dis­ 
trict of Cuba. 
This gentleman had 
stated that there was an abundance of 
food in Cuba and that it was needless 
to give relief in that direction. 
The 
real trouble, he said, was that the Cu­ 
bans were herded in the towns and pre­ 
vented from go.ag out to get the food. 
The most effective relief, Senator Gal­ 
linger said, would be a demand by the 
president and the government that the 
Cubans be released from their bondage 
in the towns and permitted to go where 
they could secure food. 
The senator 
wras ready to assume his share of re­ 
sponsibility for such a step. 
Still, if 
the resolution just reported gave some 
measure of relief, he would 
heartily 
support it without urging the other 
plan of relief he had suggested. 
The resolution was then put on its 
passage and without division it passed 
unanimously, there being no response 
to the call for the nays. It had taken 
exactly eighteen minutes for the read­ 
ing of the message, the presentation of 
the committee report and 
the brief 
speech and the final passage of the res­ 
olution. 
Promptly at 2 o’clock the Morgan 
Cuban resolution was taken up. The 
resolution declares that a condition of 
public war exists in Cuba and that 
strict neutrality shall be maintained 
by the United States. 
Mr. Morgan said that unless some 
senator desired to speak he would ask 
a yea and nay vote on the 
pending 
motion of Mr. Hale to refer the resolu­ 
tion to the commute on foreign rela­ 
tions.

the task of protecting Greece more dif­ 
ficult than ever. 
The dispatches from Athens repre­ 
sent the populace as astounded when 
the newrs of the fighting came. They 
had hoped to the last that the powers 
would prevent Turkey.from going fur­ 
ther. One report represents the Greek 
government as threatening to take ex­ 
treme and desperate steps unless Eu­ 
rope arrests the progress of the in­ 
vaders. 
The Daily Chronicle’s corespondent 
at Athens sends the following official 
account of the fighting yesterday: 
“Over 50,000 Turks 
simultaneously 
and continuously attacked our whole 
line. 
Our artillery and infantry did 
splendid work. 
Twice all the regi­ 
ments of the enemy wavered and fled, 
though their attack was soon renewed 
with fresh forces, which in turn we 
were able to hurl back. 
“The stubborn resistance and splent- 
did vigor of our troops finally com­ 
pelled the enemy to give way altogeth­ 
er. 
All the attacks on our left were 
similarly repulsed. 
“On our right we did not fare so 
well. 
The first attack of the enemy 
was repulsed, but they massed in im­ 
mense forces for the next attack. Our 
first line wavered and was 
broken, 
and the wing would have been turned 
but for the time arrival of the re­ 
serves. 
“Still the enemy had gained ground 
which it was then impossible to re­ 
gain, and we therefore fell 
back on 
Bousi. 
“The Turks had 50,000 troops, with 
30,000 reserves. 
Our force was only 
35,000. We have lost heavily, but the 
enemy must have lost thousands.” 
A dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Berlin says it is reported there that 
a plot to murder King George 
has 
been discovered at Athens and 
that 
many arrests have been made. 


Washington. May 18.—There 
have 
been 522 deaths from yellow fever in 
six cities of Cuba since the first of Jan­ 
uary. This appears from the most re­ 
cent reports of American consuls and 
sanitary inspectors. It represents only 
part of the truth. 
The mortuary officials in Cuba are 
accustomed to conceal yellow fever un­ 
der other names during the winter and 
spring months. They admit these 522 
deaths from the most dreaded conta­ 
gious discase. 
What the real number has been can 
only be guessed. 
Those in charge of 
the quarantine of the Ignited States are 
aghast at the conditions which these 
latest reports show. They feel that the 
danger from infection is great. 
In Havana the deaths from various 
causes are now more than 250 a week. 
Smallpox seems to be yielding first 
place to yellow fever. 
In the short 
month of February 581 residents of 
Havana died of smallpox, but in March 
the deaths from that cause dropped to 
319. 
The deaths in Havana during March 
reached 1,330. 
Dysentery and bowel 
complaints, aside from fevers, claimed 
161. Part of the yellow fever mortality 
was successfully concealed, according 
to the Spanish custom, under the cover 
of “pernicious fever.” 
Captain-General Weyler looks upon 
these dreaded diseases as allies and 
uses them, in conjunction with starva­ 
tion and exposure, to 
decimate 
the 
ranks of the helpless 
and 
hopeless 
thousands of noncombatants whom be 
has forced to huddle together In the 
cities. 
Spring or giving medicine to a Cu­ 
ban is an offense punishable by death 
under Weyler’s law, and so the poor 
people are dying like sheep. 
Among 
these are many American citizens.

Chicago, May 18—Adolph L. I.uet- 
gert was arrested Monday afternoon at 
1:30 o’clock on a charge of murder. 
His wife has been missing since May 
I, and the police have secured a chain 
of circumstantial evidence that points 
directly to him as her murderer. 
The scene of the supposed murder 
was the large sausage factory at the 
corner of Hermitage avenue and Di­ 
verse*’ street, owned by the A. L. Luet- 
gert Sausage and Packing Company, of 
which the accused is the head. 
Luetgert’s motive is attributed to hi3 
desire to have his wife out of the way 
in order that he might devote himself 
to other women 
Two gold rings belonging to the mur­ 
dered woman have been found in a 
large vat in the basement of the fac­ 
tory. The murder is supposed to have 
been committed in the small room and 
her body disposed of in the basement 
of the factory by means of a strong 
acid solution in the vats and the fur­ 
naces used in generating smoke for the 
smokehouses.

Man Who W as Tried For a Crime 
Committed Eight Years Ago, W as

motion for a new trial was denied by 
the ceorl. 
The case was given to the jury at 6 
o’tljck la*t evening, the whole day 
having been occupied by one speech 
for the defendant and two for the 
state. 
The public had the Impression that 
the verdict would have to be eitb> r 
murder in the first degree or acquittal, 
but under the judge’s ch urge the jury 
could could Aud a verdict for man­ 
slaughter in the fourth degree, as was 
done. 
Try to Break the Strike. 
Two Rivers, Wie.,May 18—[special] 
—An effort to break the strike partly 
succeeded this morning when the Two 
Rivera Manufacturing Company re­ 
sumed wot k at the mala factory with 
a email force. The strikers surrounded 
the place and tried to induce the men 
to leave, but cff?red no violence. The 
company will attempt to run the pail 
factory tomorrow with new men. 
More About Pouch’s Death. 


Milwaukee, Wis., May 18.—The bcd/ 
of William Pouch, or Pautz, who killed 
Alexander Harris and shot three other 
members of his household, near Wau­ 
kesha, was dragged out of the 
mill 
pond at Prospect Hill, Waukesha coun­ 
ty, Monday. All the morning the body 
lay under the willows on the bank of 
the old mill pond, 
viewed 
by 
the 
throngs of farmers. 
There was a bullet wound in the 
neck, and around the throat was a 
white handkerchief, drawn tight by the 
swelling of the flesh. In the pockets 
were found bicycle clamps 
for 
the 
trousers, and every point made it cer­ 
tain that the body was that of 
the 
murderer. 
Later the body was pos­ 
itively identified. The man waded into 
the pond where the water came up to 
his shoulders and then shot himself. 
The mill pond is about two and a half 
miles south of the Harris farmhouse, 
the scene of the murder.

No person shall ride a bicycle up­ 
on the sidewalk of any street, alley or public 
ground in the city of Janesville. 
QSefyou 3. Every person riding any bicycle or 
similar vehicle in tile city of Janesville shall 
have attached to the handle bar thereof a suit­ 
able bell, and shall give warning of approach to
